The mar- 
ket must be near at hand to get the| 
best results, as many of the products | 
of the diversified farmer cannot be 
shipped to advantage over long dis- 
tances. e Saskatchewan Farmer 
call attention to the market problem 
in its August issue. It emphasizes the 
fact that production must not be al-| 
lowed to get teo far ahead of market- 
igg facilities. To quote the Saskatche- 
wan farmer: *“Porty farmers mixed, 
tributary to a village with a popula- 
tion of 500 cannot find a home market 
for all the butter, eggs, potatoes, and 
vegetables that they could readily pro- 
duce. If 50 per cent. of the farmers 
in Saskatchewan engaged in mixed 
farming they would soon glut the mar- 
kets of every city, town anc vil ase 
in Saskatchewan. It is quite evid 
that the tide of mixed farming is ' 
ing. Not only. are many farmers pro 
ducing for sale other products tha 
grain, but a large number are 
supplying their own wants i) the way 
of butter, eggs, meat and vegetables 
Those who are doing so are very ma- 
terially reducing the cost of their liv- 
ing. The question is: Are we prepar-| 
ing for a full tide of production of 
mixed farming products? 

The development of manufacturing 

centres throughout the Prairie Provin- 
ces will provide the best kind of mar- 
keé for the products of the new mixed 
farms. 
being directed to marketing facilities 
this early in the development of mixed | 
farming. Efforts should be made to) 
have the products of the farm reac 
the toiler in the new Western factory 
by the most direct route and in the 
shortest time. Eliminate the middle-

Alibi 


It Was Very Hard to 
Prove

| When the war between the states 
closed more than a _ million men 
ceased to be soldiers. A man may be 
theoretically turned from a soldier to 
a citizen by the stroke of a pen, but 
the effects of the life he has lived asa 


eampaigner will cling to him. He 
can’t understand why houses should 
be locked overnight, and yet the or- 
dinary dangers incurred In cities both- 
er him. The bumdrum of civil life is 
irksome to him, and be pines again for 
the varied scenes of war. 

Sergeant Charlie Young of the —th 
Pennsylvania voluuteer cavalry, hav- 
ing been mustered out of the military 
service of the United States, finding 
civilized life tame, irksome and alto- 
gether unbearable, concluded to go to 
what was then called the great Amer- 
fean desert. He persuaded ex-Corpo- 
ral William Somers of the same regi- 
ment and company to go with him 
What they were to do in that benight- 
ed land neither of them knew, but the 
visions that danced in rainbow hues 
in their imaginations were alluring.

While they were 
soldiers they had been clothed and fed

‘by the government of the United 
Btates.

They scraped togeth 
er money enough to take them to “the 
plains,” but when they got there they 
were obliged to shift for themselves. 
Then, and only then, their balloon col 
lapsed. 

A soldier is usually pictured by those 
who don’t know bim, except by his 
uniform and his arms, as a man of 
power. On the contrary, except to 
shoot and be shot at under the person- 
al direction of his officers, be is as 
helpless as a child. Like a child, he 
will stuff bimself with green apples 
unless caught in the act and prevented 
by bis superior. He must be kept from 
straggling and the consequent danger 
of being killed or captured. 

Our beroes, who bud charged many a 
line of butternut Confederates without 
flinching, found themselves somewhere 
between Omaha and Denver without 
provisions or the wherewithal to buy 
the same. Somers broke down physt 
cally. Young, seeing a wagon train is 
the distance, left his friend on the 
plain, ancovered even by a tree, te 
head off the travelers and ask for as 
sistance.

Whether 
Young was obliged to go so far to 
reach the train that be could not find 
his way back to the point he bad start- 
ed from Somers didn't know. One 
thing be was sure of—Young bad not 
intentionally deserted him.

Passing a courthouse and seeing 
through an open dour a person within 
evidently engaged in trying a case, the 
prospector, for such he was, entered 
and took a seat amoung the spectators, 
resting his pick and shovel on the 
toor and tn the hollow of his arm. 

4 wan was beir? tried for murder, 


and the prosecuting attorney was stat- 
ing his case to the court: 

“The last person, your honor, who 
was seen with the deceased was the 
prisoner. He came into town a 
stranger. No ove in the place had 
seen him here before or knew any- 
thing about him. He was miserably 
dressed and in a generally rundown 
condition. He went directly to the 
home of Mathews, the murdered man. 
That was seven yeurs ago, the spring 
of 1865. He took supper with Ma- 
thews and through a window was seen 
talking with him during the evening 
by a person whose evidence we shall 
produce, Anvther witness who lived 
next door is reudy to swear that dur- 
ing the night he beard in the house in 
which the murder wus committed cries 
of ‘Help! Murder! accompanied by 
other sounds such as would be uttered 
by one struggling with an enemy. 
Lastly, we shull prove that the pris- 
oner is the identical man who stopped 
with Mathews that night and who dis- 
appeared as mysteriously as he had 
come.” 

Having thus announced what he in- 
tended to establish, he produced the 
witnesses he had promised. Three dif- 
ferent persons who on that day preced- 
ing the murder had seen the stranger 
come into town and go to Mathews’ 
house swore that the prisoner was the 
same person. They claimed that, not- 
withstanding a slight change in him, 
they would stiil know him if they had 
met him anywhere, because as soon as 
they were informed that he had com- 
mitted a murder his image was im- 
pressed upon and since carried in their 
minds. 

The prisoner's attorney seemed over- 
whelmed by this conclusive evidence 
and showed by bis manner that he be- 
lieved the prisoner guilty. When he 
had finished his effurt the prisoner 
asked to be put on the stand in his 
own defense. 

“I've spent the last four years, your, 
honor,” he said. “in New Mexico, bay- 
ing been a good deal of a wanderer 
since I came to this country; conse- 
quently I can't prove my identity.

‘The 
judge began his charge to the jury, 
virtually instructing them to find a ver- 
dict of guilty.

The paraphrase of Gray's well- 
known “ode on the death of a favor- 
ite cat’ proved rather subtle, and 
girls as a rule did it better than 
boys. In widely separated sc‘iools 
the odd mistake occurred of describ- 
ing the ‘“‘hapless nymph” as ‘‘a gold- 
fish with no clothes on.’’ In an essay 
on flowers the word ‘nature’ was 
sadly abused — ‘All nature dies in 
the autumn,” or worse still, ‘‘All na- 
ture leaves us when winter comes.” 

Of the pairs of chaiacters in poetry 
proposed for comp-rison, Macbeth 
and Milton’s Satan were first favor- 
ites. There was a strong tendency to 
treat Satan, not as a fallen angel, 
but as an erring mortal. ‘He re- 
sembles Macbeth,’’ said one candi- 
date, ‘‘because both were misled by 
their wives.” “Placed in another walk 
of life,” said a candidate, ‘Satan 
would have been a good man.” 

Some interesting blunders were 
found in the history papers. George 
Washington was confused with 
George Stephenson, Mr, Gladstone 
with David Livingstone, and Fran- 
chise with Franco-Scottish. One boy, 
after reference to the Boer War, sol- 
emnly stated that ‘‘Lord Roberts died 
last year at a good oli age, and was 
head of the Salvation Army.” 

Two noteworthy Jefinitions of fran- 
chise were given — ‘‘Franchies is a 
kind of cotton imported in bales,” 
and “Franchise was the gold and sil- 
ver treasure which the Spaniards in 
days of old got at the Isthmus of 
Panama.”’ The event most often mis- 
dated was the foundation of the 
House of Commons; some regarded it 
as simultaneous with the passing of 
the Parliament Act! It is remarked 
as extraordinary that many children 
defined Presbyterianism as govern- 
ment by priests or by bishops. 


Youth Should Be Idle. 


R. L. Stevenson is one of the few 
writers of distinction who have been 
bold enough to enter a plea for lazi- 
ness. “It is sure}y beyond a doubt,” 
he wrote, ‘“‘that people should be a 
good deal idle in youth. For though 
here and there a Lord Macaulay may 
escape from school honors with all his 
wits about him, most boys pay s0 
dear for their medals that they never 
afterward have a shot in their locker, 
and begin the world bankrupt. And 
the same holds true during all the 
time a lad is educating himself, or 
suffering others.to educate him.... 
If you look back on your own educa- 
tion, Iam sure it will not be the full, 
vivid, instruetive hours of truantry 
that you regret; you would rather 
cancel some lack-lustre periods be- 
tween sleep and waking in the clags.’’

Some delicious little frult babies are 
sold in one of the shops that has made 
a name for itself as the home of um 
usual sweets.

His, two feet. are two almonds im 
planted firmly in the cooky before i 
is baked—with pointed toes and round- 
ed heels of course..

Grind separately and then to 
gether twice, equa! quantities of dried 
or pressed figs, stoned dates, seeded 
raisins and nuts thickory nuts, walnut 
or pecans). Take the white of one egg. 
and the same amount of cream, stir 
together and work into it sifted confec- 
tioner’s sugar until it is quite stif% 
Then work enongb of this into the 
fruit mixture to bind It together. Pow- 
der the hands with some of the sugar 
and roll the candy into balls the size 
of marbles. These will be improved if 
allowed to stand a day or two. 


Spiced Vinegar. 

There are a number of good, blended, 
spicy yinegars one can make. It 
more a matter of taste than materials 
necessary. One piquant and tasty vine 
gar is made by adding to a quart of 
cider vinegar one ounce of celery seed, 
one tablespoonful each of peppermint 
and spearmint, one tablespoonful of 
ehopped parsley, three small onions, 
‘four whole cloves, one teaspoonful ef 
whole pepper, balf of a grated nutmeg, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoom 
ful of sugar.

FAMOUS FLOWER GARDENS. 


Why Roses of the Rhone Valley Are 
Known All Over the World, 
The famous rose gardens of Lyons, 


to a light soil, an abundance of sun 
shine and the proper amount of mois- 
ture. From time immemorial local 
rosarians have taken advantage of the 
favoring conditions until skill and in- 
terest in the industry have made the 
roses of the Rhone valley known 
throughout the parks and gardens of 
the world, 

The ground where the roses are 
chiefly cultivated is on the outskirts of 
the: city. It is flat, devoid of shade 
trees and protected only by high walls 
at the confines of the property. The 
rose plants are set out for commercial 


| Purposes in straight rows, sometimes 


a hundred feet long, the smaller plants 
six inches apart, with about ten inches 
between rows, while the larger grafted 
or budded varieties nre inserted ten te 
twelve inches apart, with eighteen 
inches between rows. 

Nearly all of the plants are out of 
doors. The greenhouses for a rosé 
garden of fifteen acres do not number 
more than two, averaging thirty feet 
in length. It is only in exceptional 
winters that the plants have to be cov- 
ered. Sometimes the tops of the older 
plants are rather loosely bound in 
straw. In every large commercial rose 
garden of Lyons hundreds of eglantine 
rose plants are kept to a single stall 
for grafting. There are usually gath- 
ered by peasants in the woods or on 
uncultivated land and sold to the rose 
growers.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Be Prepared For 
Spring Seeding. 


Now is the time for farmers to 
consider the question of a good seed 
grain supply for next spring, The 
greater part of the grainin the West 
was harvested under ideal conditions 
last fall, and little difficulty should 
be met with in getting seed of strong 
vitality, Notwithstanding this, there 
are some individuals, and even sec- 
tions of the Western Provinces that 
were not so fortunate at harvest time, 
land now have seed of doubtful vi- 
tality in theirgranaries for the spring 
seeding. Seed of strong vitality 
makes a good start, helps to keep 
down the weeds and finally gives 
the big yield; while seed of poor 
vitality is a sure loss, 


Therefore every farmer who sus- 
pects the vitality of his seed should 
send a sample to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment Seed Laboratory, Calgary, 
for a germination test. In order that 
the report of this test may be of 
greatest value to the sender, . pre- 
paratory to sending the sample he 
should first clean his nee: as for 
seeding. 

Too often seed that is badly con- 
taminated-with weed seeds is sown. 
Every year the proportion of West- 
ern wheat and oats which contain 
wild oats is increasing. Such grain 
must take a lower grade because no 
satisfactory method of separating it 

i hasbeen devised. Samples of flax 
containing 15 per cent of weed seeds

to approximately 200 bushels of 
waste per car. 

When the cost of threshing, hand- 
ling and freight on this useless mat- 


| erial is added to the loss occasioned 
| by the injury to the growing crop, 
4.| the net profit per acre is very mat- 


erially lessened, 

Flax is the most badly contamin- 
jated seed which the farmer sows, 
|and since it is usually sown on new 
breaking, his Jand is practically 
' ruined at the start. Farmers who 


| have clean farms, or farms free from 


| some of the most troublesome weeds- 
| wild oats, stinkweed, false flax, 
| ball mustard, wild mustard, tumb- 
ling mustard, ete, should be very 
careful to sow only clean seed. 

The Seed Laboratory at Calgary is} 
at the disposal of the farmers of the 
public, and it is hoped that they 
will make use of it in their efforts 
to obtain a pure seed supply. 

In former years most of the sam- 
| ples have come in to be tested in 
| March and April, overtaxing the 
capacity of the Laboratory and 
sometimes causing a delay in report- 
ing on the samples. It is therefore 
urged that the samples be sent inas 
early as possible to avoid this delay 
and to enable the farmer to replace 
his seed who thereby finds it unfit 
for use.
